1. REFTEL (PARA.5) REPORTED THAT SOVIETS/CHINESE ARREARAG- 
ES BALANCE IN SPECIAL ACCOUNT CREATED BY RES. 15.32 OF 
17TH GENERAL CONFERENCE WAS LIKELY TO BE AROUND $900,000 
BY END OF THIS YEAR. PERM DEL'S UPDATE OF THIS SECRETARIAT 
ESTIMATE WOULD BE APPRECIATED. 

2. DEPT. WOULD ALSO LIKE LATEST ASSESSMENT AVAILABLE, 

FROM SECRETARIAT AND OTHER SOURCES, AS TO WHAT DG IS LIKELY 
TO RECOMMEND TO 18TH GC RE LIQUIDATION OF BALANCE. REFTEL 
INDICATED THAT ONE OBVIOUS ALTERNATIVE WOULD BE CONTINUA- 
TION OF SPECIAL FUND, AND WE BELIEVE THIS IS MOST LIKELY 
APPROACH BUT WOULD APPRECIATE LEARNING WHAT OTHERS WOULD 
BE AVAILABLE TO DG. 

3. REGARDLESS OF WHAT DG DECIDES TO DO ABOUT LIQUIDATION 
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HIM TO AT LEAST REPORT TO 18TH GC ON WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 

NEVERTHELESS, WE FAIL TO FIND ANY REFERENCE TO THIS 
MATTER IN PART X (OR ELSEWHERE) OF THE PROVISIONAL AGENDA
